State's Attorney Vail IB 
prosecuting the case and W. C, Johns 
appears for the defendants. Osborne's 
lather is here attending the trial. Hard- 
,ng looks gloomy. Both defendants are 
talented in their line. Harding can speak 
several languages fluently, and claws the 
piano like a professional, Os borne is an 
actor and singer of some merit, 


After the trial here is over, the prison- 


ers will probably be taken to Peoria on 
state warrants to answer a charge ot 
swindling L. T. Hendrycks.

H« encaged In farm< 
ng pursuits near Plalufleld uniil he was 21 
years cf age, when be came west wltb a colony 
of Connecticut people In the year 18J9, and 
settled at Old Stonington. a town 2J4 miles 
east of Stonlogton on the St. Louis division of 
:he Wabseb, below Decatur. There were about 
:00 people In the colony, and for a long time 
they all lived together in one large house. The 
party were two monlhs reaching their desti- 
nation, coming to Pittsburg by canal and rlV' 
ers, and then going in a steamer down the 
Ohio river to Carro, thence to St. Louis up the 
Mississippi They traveled overland vflth ox 
:eams to Old Stonlngton. In 1836 Mr, Morgan 
married Mercy Ann Button at Plainfleld The 
family moved from Old Stoiilngton to Taylor- 
vllloin 1843, and removed thence to Spring- 
Held March 4. )84'l, where he continued to re- 
side until his removal to Decatur m 1882. 
During his residence at SprlngOeld he served 
(our 
years as city marshal, and it was during 


the llm year of his official career that be was 
very seriously injured while attempting to 
save tho life of a boy named James Gourley 
now engaged in tho jewelry business at the 
state capital- The boy was in the way of a 
runaway team and Marshal Morgan ran out 
to avert the catastrophe. As he did so be was 
struck by the horses, D'th falling upon him 
and breaking several of his ribs. He was con 
flned to his bed for several months and never 
fully reooveied irom the eifeots of the icju 
rlcs received in saving the boy's life. He ao 
quired a knowledge of the carpenter's trade 
and built many ol the bridges on the Chicago 
and Alton road between Bloomlngton am 
Alton, and afterwards was In charge of the 
shops of the old Great Western (now 
w abasb 
road at Springfield. Before removing to the 
west the deceased was captain of a state mill 
tla company in Connecticut, and for a term o; 
sii years he was captain of ihe police force at 
the state capltol building and while serving 
in that capacity he formed the acquaintance 
of most or the prominent notables of this and 
other slates, who called while John L. Bever- 
idge and Shelby M, Culiom were governors. 
The deceased was the father uf nine chil- 
dren, six ot whom with their mother, now In 
the 74th year cf her ape, are Bllll living. They 
are Walter. Horace, Mre. C, A. Taylor. Albert 
S . George K. Morgan ai d Mrs. A. B. Ktnney 
The sons of tbe deceased bad arranged fur 
the celebration of tho golden wedding of their 
parents, 10 occur in January, and to-day tbe 
printed Invitations for that event arrived a 
the sorrow stricken home.

In the hands em- 
ployed in worsted factories there 
has been a decrease of 3,800, while 
in the shoddy factories there has 
been an increase of 1,300. In the 
hands employed in flax factories in 
Great Britain there has beeu a de- 
crease during the ten years of nearly 
27,000, more than 26 per cent. 
In 


jute factories and hemp factories a 
small increase appears, but in silk 
the decrease has been about 2,500 
in number of hands employed.

THE 1IAINT CEMETERY. 


Mr. Wijislow's Explanation. 


The plowing up at the Illim oemetery, 


which ban onoe been tried in the circuit 
court, in still cresting a good deal of stir 
in that otherwise peaceful community. 
Mr Winelow sends ns the following as 
his version of the mutter: 


The trustees of the lllinl oemetery may not 


have thought of tha legal right to mow or 
keep In repair the lota they have sold, but 
they consider It their moral duty an less asked 
not to do so. From the time of the Pilgrim 
Fathers to the present day it baa proved of 
the utmost Importance that our legal acts be 
founded on moinl principles The complaint 
was that the grounds were not moved often 
enough or well "nough, that prairie grass and 
weeds had taken the grounds, and the stakes 
that marked tho lots and some that marked 
the blocks were gone. At the annual meeting 
of the Cemetery Association In February,1884, 
it was decided that something should be done 
to repair the grounds. The same day after 
the meeting Mesare. Cbllds, Batchelder, Clark, 
Crary, Giiman, Taggert and myself visited the 
grounds and decided there to plow the sod on 
the vacant lots and alleys, and to raise the 
blocks or lower the alleys, or both, in the 
southwest part of the grounds We also de- 
cided that tho whole cemetery ought to be In 
tame grass, and something more lasting ought 
to be placed to mark ihe bounds of the lots. 
Mr. Crary and Mr. Batohe der were asked to 
break the sod, but they said they had so much 
to do they could not that year No one agreed 
to do so that day At the annual town meet- 
Ing in the following April I talked wlih Messrs 
B. C Clark, E Majors, G. Oilman ana 8. E 
Batchelder, agreeing to break the sod as di- 
rected by them 
The first time I went to the 


oemetery to plow I was wllh a man working 
for me. Near the grounds when going I met 
8, B. Batohelder and talked with him about 
putting a crop in to rot the sod. I told him 
that plowing twioe and harrowing would kill 
the S"d aooner than a orop, and we decided 
not to put a crop in. I plowed the ground 
twice and there Is now no prairie grass on the 
part thus plowed. I was' directed to plow the 
second time by J 8 Chi Ids and r. J. Batobel- 
der. No ore asked any damage of me or of 
the trustees previous to the commencement 
of this suit. They assisted in organizing the 
township, church and cemetery association, 
and have contributed time and money volun- 
tarily to these associations. They are men 
who have a moral sense. Tucker surveyed, 
Batchelder 
Allen. 
Childs 
and 
others, 


lenoed and tiled the grounds of thu oemetery 
without pay. The only men who have dese- 
crated the grounds are Gulp and his lawyer— 
notthe one he retained from me—by dragging 
these men into coutt. They claim exemplary 
damage. The grand jury and Judge Hughes 
have told them they have no causa for such 
damage. J. Tucker was the only man who at- 
tempted to tell what he could not_ see 
He 


wanted shepp pastured on tho grounds 
Jo 


and I have been on Intimate terms working 
together and talking. Duilng war times we 
would generally close our talk by Jo saying: 
"I don't care so much about it, only the black 
Republicans are in. We never can get them 
out." I might now say to Jo: The Democrats 
are In. We can never get them out. But I 
will say to Jo, look back to the H'grlm 
Fathers.

General Grant. 


General Grant csed to love to tall 


about Mexico better than almost «nj 
other topic. He was while there Quar- 
termaster of the Fourth Infantry, and 
he could have remained in the rear with 
hi8 baggage tram daring a battle, but 
:he was always at the front, and se- 
•cared, by his gallantry, promotion from 
the rank of Second Lieutenant to that 
ol Captain by brevet. 
He took great 


interest 
in 
the National Cemetery 


established in the suburbs of the City 
of Mexico, to which the remains of 
those who fell in the great battles 
fought by General Scott's armv were 
removed. 
In the spring of 1875 he di- 


rected General Belknap, then Secretary 
of War, to send me to inspect this cem- 
etery. It is a beautiful spot, and I 
found that Consul-General Skilton had 
it kept in the best of order. 


On my return from Washington I re- 


ported at Ihe White House, ana General 
Grant talked with^me for nearly three 
hours. He showed an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the Government and 
business of Mexico, but expressed no 
opinion as to the practicability or th« 
possibility of future annexation. He 
' had asked me, before I went, to see il 
I could find the house at Tacnbaya, 
one of the suburbs of the city, in which 
he was quartered, and he described its 
locality. I could not find it, and when 
he went himself to Mexico, a few years 
later, he was equally unsuccessful. 


General Grant used to talk about the 


Mexican 
cooking, which he 
rather 


fancied. Among the dishes which suit- 
ed his palate was the olio podrida, or 
Spanish stew of mutton, pork, cabbage, 
beans, onions, red peppers—in short, 
almost as mvany things as were con- 
tained in the sheet which St. Peter pro- 
nounced unclean. Frijoles, small black 
beans, were stewed in lard and sea- 
weeds with red pepper. 
Tortillas were 


made of half boiled hominy, rolled and 
kneadod into thin, tough cakes, baked 
between heated stones. And there was 
pulque, a yeasty beer, which is the 
fermented sap of a large variety of the 
cactus family, scooped from cavities 
cut in the growing plant and put up in 
hogskins. There have been some mys- 
terious allusions to Grant leaving the 
array, but there was nothing dishonor- 
able about it. He was a Captain in the 
fourth infantry, in which hu fought in 
every battle of the Mexican war, on 
both, Scott's and Taylor's lines, with 
the exception of Bner/a Vista. 
On bis 


return to the States his regiment was 
ordered to the North Pacific coast, 
where his pay would not allow him t.i 
support his wife and children, and 
where ihere was nothing to en.iven the 
round of military duties. He became 
dissipated, and the result was that he 
was told by his commander he had 
better resign or reform. 
He accord- 


ingly placed his resignation in the 
hands Cononel Buchanan, to be used in 
case of his intoxication. 
A few weeks 


later he visited San Francisco, where 
some convivial army friends got him on 
a "tear," and when he returned to h;s 
post he found, to his mortification, that 
Colonel Buchanan, hearing of his <Ms- 
'sipation, had forwarded his resignation 
with such a recommendation as would 
secure its immediate acceptance. He 
was again a private citizen, and his 
friends, Alfred Pleasanton, then a Lieu- 
tenant of dragoons, and Rufns Ingalls, 
then the Post Quartermaster, advanced 
him money enough to pay Ms passage 
to St Louis by the way of the Isthmus 
of Panama. 
When he signed his last 


pay receipt before leaving his regiment 
he said to a friend: "Ten years hence < 
you will hear from me as a substantial, 
well-to-do Missouri farmer." 


Grant's attempt at farming neai 


St. Lonis, however, was not a success. 
The land was poor, and his crops did 
not prove remunerative. Indeed, his 
only cash income was derived from 
lire-wood, which he and his negro man 
would cut and which he would haul to 
St. Louis, going [from house to house 
until he could sell it at five dollars a 
cord.

T. Blow, who was afterward elected to 
Congress, where he took Mrs. Blow to 
one of President Grant's receptions at 
the White House.

A statistical memoir lately issued by 


he Italian Government gives some id^a 
)f the great destruction caused annually 


avalanches in the Alpine districts of 


taly and the Tyrol. 
In the single dis- 


rict of the Val di Susa two avalanches 
ell ou January 18; one at Uevies, be- 
ween Exilles and Salbertand, was esti- 
mated at about 60 meters Ion g and 6 
:eep, aud slid down the slope a distance 
if about a kilometer. 
Its volume is 


upposed to have bi'cn 3(iO,OuO cubic 
meters, and the weight of snow compos- 
ng it was 45,000 tons. It destroyed 16 
ouses and billed 43 persons. The sec- 
nd avalanche of January-IS fell near 


Venaus, was 150 meters 'long; its vol- 
ume was about 3,000,000 cubic meters, 
and it bore nearly 250,000 tons of snow. 
But, although the slide extended to 
nearly 4 kilometers, only 24 houses 
were wrecked by it and sis persona 
killed. 
A third avalanche,which fell al 


Mafiotto, and was- computed to contain 
little more than 1,600 tons weight o) 
snow, was much more destructive, kill, 
ing 17 persons and destroying 18 houses

If It should seem paradoxical to saj 


that play is work, let us watch for ai 
hour one of our children play "keej 
house," or "build a fort," or do any ol 
the hundred things that the average boy 
and girl find to do during a day. How 
often, as you fold the dear child in youi 
arms at the close of the day and'kiss 
down the drooping eyelids, you say ' 
"She is so tired of play." 
"She ha; 


played so hard all day.'' 


But, dear mother, she has Marked 


hard aE day, therefore let us cOnsidet 
the matter of directing the children's 
energies to a certain extent, and see ii 
they will not be better and happier fpi 
it 
I know that many a mother will 


nay: " Oh, I haven't time to play with 
my children. 
Only mothers who have 


plenty of money and'plenty of servants 
can do that." 


Before arguing this point, allow ma 


to give a bit of advice as regards toys. 
Do not buy many, nor cheap, perishable 
things, which are quickly disposed of 
and create a demand for something new 
from day to day. For a little girl, buy 
household utensils and dolls, for the 
mother instinct must be satisfied. Givfl 
her a tiny broom ana dust-pan, a flat- 
iron and table, a set of dishes, ol 
course, as well as a miniature laundry 
set. 


Now, having purchased some of these 


things, for a Christmas or a birthday 
gift, would it really take much time to 
show just how to use them? Take ten 
minutes out of your day and teach her 
how to lay a real table; how to lay hei 
1 ttle cloth straight, to set mamma's 
place with the cups, saucers, etc., and 
papa's with the meat dish before him. 
Give her some tiny napkins, of paper 
if need be, and show her where to put 
them; how to arrange the knives, forks 
and dishes. 
Give her sometimes some 


"truly food," and on another day show 
her how to hold her little broom. Lei 
her hunt for cobwebs (if you are very 
busy) telling her that those are to bo 
taken down first. Great will be hei 
delight should the search be successful. 


For your boy, if you live in the coun- 


try, get, first of all, garden tools; a 
diminutive wheelbarrow or a cart, as 
soon as he is large enough to use them. 
So many of his best lessons may be 
taught from nature's opi;n book thai 
no thoughtful father would neglect the 
teaching, or feel that lie had "no time'1 
to devote to it. For a boy shut, up in 
the city, alas, there nre feWer healthful 
resources, yet provide him with a box 
of tools and a place where he may use 
them, and give him an occasional or- 
der for a small box. or shelf. Let him

every mother hears so often:

shall I do now?" order something 
from the grocery, and, when it is de- 
posited in your lap, tell the dear little 
grocer something of the beautiful lands 
where the spices grow. 
Don't say to 


him, 
unless you must: 
"Oh; run 


away; mamma's busy now." 
You al- 


ways will be busy, and so will he. 
Your child's training is your most im- 
portant business, and, unless you find 
him something to do, the individual 
whom Watts sings of in his "Divine 
and Moral" will surely do so, 


By and by, when Kc.te and Susie 


wield the scepter over their ovvii housss, 
how much better they ;will do it for re- 
membering how mother taught them 
when.they were little girls. And how 
often, as your boy's skillful fingers con- 
struct :Sorae trifling convenience oi 
adornment for his own home, will his 
mind revert to the time when he did 
such things for, mol her; and, remem- 
bering it, his heart will grow tiender, 
and his.manhood strpngev and better.

THE PICNIC DID IT. 


There has been some doubt expressed 


in several quarters as to whether the 
shad caught in the Columbia River 
were true shad, and descendants of 
those planted in California waters some 
years since. One reason for the doubt 
was that while the shad in California 
have attained their full growth, weigh- 
ing six pounds or more, the shad 
caught in the Columbia this season 
were, with few exceptions, no longer 
than those caught last year, and very 
few of them weighed over two pounds. 
It has, however, been established be- 
yond doubt that the shad caughb in the 
ColumDia _Kiver are real shad. The 
Oreyonian is in receipt of a communi- 
cation from Hon. Spencer F. Baird, 
United States Commissioner of Fish- 
eries, stating that several samples of 
the fish in question have been received 
by him, from examination of which he 
has been enabled to determine the facts 
in the case, and that there is no doubt 
whatever as to the occurrence oE shud 
in the Columbia River. This settles the 
matter, and we shall hereafter be en- 
abled to wre-tle with the bones in these 
fish with more complacency. —Portland 
Oregonian.

; EUROPEANS IN INDIA. 


How Thej Are Distributed Xhroocfaonl 


the Country. 


f There are 140,000 Europeans in India, 
These are scattered over the land. Thf 
soldiers are in places deemed best fitted 
for strategic purposes, sometimes as 
regiments, frequently as a moiety ol 
regiments, very seldom in small bauds. 
Non-military Europeans are most nu- 
'merous in the presidency cities, Calcutt 
ta, Madras and Bombay, but even in 
these they form a very small part of tha 
population. For instance, 
there are 


only 5,000 in Calcutta, which has a pop- 
ulation of 500,000. 
They are found in 


smaller numbers in the groat cities of 
the interior, such as Delhi, Agra and 
Allahabad. 
At the headquarters of dis- 


tricts there are a few European officials, 
pud 
generally a few 
non-officials. 


Many of our people are very solitary, 
living often at a great distance from 
their European brethren. la our sur- 
vey of Europeans in India we may be- 
gin with English sailors in Indian 
ports when the census was taken, and 
who, 
we suppose, were included in it 


The character of our sailors at home 
and abroad is well known. The re- 
straint on board ship during long voy- 
ages is followed in most cases by li- 
cense on shore. In a country like India 
the license has often taken a peculiarly 
revoltin*" form. 
Once, when sailing 


down the Hoogly, we had as a fellow- 
passenger an old inhabitant of Calcut- 
ta, who pointed out to us a grove near 
one of the places where large vessels 
were often anchored for days, where 
sailors were allowed to land, and where 
scones were enacted which in vileness 
could not have been exceeded by the 
worst 
orgies 
oi 
heathen 
na- 


tions. Such scenes are no longer 
witnessed, 
but 
still, 
when 
on 


leave 
from 
their 
ships, 
with 


many the grog-shops 
and 
houses 


of infamy are the favorite resorts. The 
more respectable natives dread them, 
and keep aloof from them, but a class 
of low natives pander to their vices. 
While there is still much to deplore in 
our sailors, much has been done and is 
being done for their improvement in 
character and conduct. 
Not a few 


have become decided Christians, and 
the wickedness of many more has been 
restrained. Their treatment on board 
ship is better; the voyages are shorter; 
many are on board steamers that are 
never for a long period at sea; many 
ea'i read, and much is done to supply 
I hem with good books. We have men- 
tioned that of the 140,000 Europeans in 
India no fewer than 63,000 are soldiers. 
They form a very important and indis- 
pensable portion of the community. 
Let them be withdrawn, let it be known 
all over the Indian, continent that they 
are withdrawn, and our Government 
would speedily collapse. We do not 
sny that our Government, because alien, 
rests mainly on force. 
It rests largely 


on thu good-will of the nation of In- 
dia, and that good-will rests ou their 
being justly and w'sely ruled; but in 
the ambition and interests of various 
classes there arc elements of strife 
ready to burst into a desolating storm 
it' unrestrained by tho knowledge of a 
power which can not bo successfully 
insisted. 
Neither is it just to say that 


our army is maintained to fasten down 
n. foreign yoke on tho neck of India. It 
does maintain our power; without it in 
tlm groat mutiny we should have been 
swept away, but it maintains our power 
to preserve peace and order all over 
tiie continent. 
If withdrawn, we bc- 


1 evo scenes of bloodshed and auarcliy 
w. uld soon he witnessed such as tho 
world has seldom seen. We may we'll 
attach a high va'uc to a body of men 
?o indispensable for our security' and 
tho fulfilling, of our national vocation.

they were not disposed to injure their 
future prospects with Congress by any 
rash act. "It is almost enough, said 
he, "to drive the people ol Dakota to 
revolutionary acts 
to 
refuse 
them 


Statehood. 
Such a thing never was 


known before in this or any other coun- 
try. Nearly half a million of people, la-n 
ab'iling and capable ol self-government, 
with more than all the qualifications 
lor 
Statehood, 
being 
exiled 
and 


constantly refused it, on purely political 
grounds. It should not be a surprise to 
see these people desperate, for it is 
despotic to keep from them all rights of 
American citizenship when 
they are 


American citizens in fact. Intelligent, 
thrifty, energetic men do no like to be 
disfranchised, and since they must obey 
the laws of the United States and bow 
to the dictation ol her officers, they 
most 
naturally 
want 
a 
voice 


in 
making 
those 
laws 
and 


selecting those officers. 
Already there 


are States in the Union with but one 
member of the Lower House in Congress, 
and Dakota, if admitted, will be clearly 
entitled to at least-two from the very 
start.

Morton, ol .Arkansas, presented himsell

through the Civil Service Board. Mor- 
ton was one ol four whose names had 
been sent to the Postmaster-General by 
the commission to fill a vacancy in that 
grade. His papers showed that in the 
examination he had been graded seventy- 
three, and that he was a school teacher. 
Nothing was known about him, and when, 
yesterday morning, a colored man pre- 
sented himself, everybody was surprised. 
He is the first colored man appointed in 
that ofiicc, and when he reported for 
duty this morning the clerks looked with 
considerable wonder at their new asso- 
ciate. The fact that it was not known 
that he was colored, is cited by civil serv- 
ice reformers as proof that the civil service 
law is being carried out to the letter, and 
that appointments are being based en- 
tirely upon the examinations.

The vessel has had one 
dock trial, which was not in all respects 
satisfactory, and some changes In her 
machinery have since been made. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the contract she 
should have a sea trial before her accept- 
ance or rejection by the department bat 
there is no fund from which to fit her out 
in certain minor essentials for a sea voy- 
age, hence the proposed new dock trial. 
The Engineer-in-Chief will suggest that 
she be moved from Chester, where she is 
now in the way of other work, and taken 
to League Island for trial. 


The Hush After the Lost Seamen. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 30. — 


The Bush, Captain Hooper, now at San 
Francisco, has been selected by Secretary 
Manning as the vessel to proceed to the 
relief of the bark Amethyst, supposed to 
be wrecked in Behring's Straits. Captain 
Hooper is instructed to stock his vessel 
well with provisions, so as to be prepared 
for a long search. He is vested with the 
necessary discretion as to whether to pro- 
ceed further north than the Aleutian 
Islands. Should the drift ice permit he 
will go further north, unless he sooner 
learns news ol the lost seamen.

Bnioids of a Young Wife in Boston Whose 


Husband Was Suing for • 


Divorce. 


Did It WhHe Drunk—Daswrdly Attempt 


to Wreck a Train Frustrated by 


* Lucky Accident, 


Death Before Disgrace - Suioid* ot a 


Young- Wife. 


BOSTON, MASS., December 
30.—At 


half-past eleven o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the yonng wife ol Superintendent 
of Provisions, William Maekin, made an 
attempt that will probably prove success- 
ful upon her own life, in her husband's 
office at Fanenil Hali. She is twenty- 
eight years old, and has been married 
only five months. Soon after the wed- 
ding the revelation of certain unfortu- 
nate circumstances caused the young peo- 
ple to separate, the wife going to friends 
in Ipswiteh, and tho husband instituting 
proceedings for a divorce. It was in re- 
lation to these proceedings that Mrs. 
Maekin called at her husband's office 
yesterday morning. 


Her husband, after a short conversa- 


tion with her, which is said to have been 
pleasantly conducted, left his office to 
send a telegram. During his absence the 
lady seized the opportunity of saving her- 
self from the impending disgrace inci- 
dental to divorce, and placing against her 
head a 22-caliber pistol, which had been 
purchased expressly for this terrible work, 
she fired two shots, the first grazing the 
scalp and the second entering the brain, 
just 
above 
the 
right ear. The 


report aroused 
Sergeant G. C. May, 


who occupies an office on the same floor, 
and rushing in, he found Mrs. Maekin ly- 
ing against a sofa and unconscious. A 
physician was summoned, and decided 
that the second shot would probably re- 
sult fatally, and ordered her removed to 
the City Hospital. The greatest sym- 
pathy is expressed for Mr Maekin, for he 
is very popular and highly respected. 


Archer and Holt, the Murderers ot Partn- 


er Hunch, Captured. 


VINCKNNKS, IND., December 30.—John 


B. Archer and.Oeorge Holt, the principals 
In the murder of John B. Bunch, a farmer 
of Martin Con nty, this State, in the sum- 
mer of 1881, were arrested at the resi- 
dencu of the former, flve miles oust of 
this [jlace, bj tlie Sheriff's posse and 
brought to this city and snfely lodged in 
jail. The Archers and George Holt, a 
desperate set of outlaws, lived near 
Bunch's farm and were a terror to the 
old man. They managed to entice him 
from home to look after his 
stock,

murdered him, and after throwing the 
dead man in the river, where the body lay 
for several days, through fear that the re- 
mains might bo discovered by a party of 
men who were searching for it, took up 
the body and boiled the flesh from the 
bones and buried them in a grave in a 
country cemetery. The disappearance of 
Bunch was the greatest mystery until re- 
vealed by Archer's wife, whom he had 
wilfully abandoned this long time, and 
left penniless and in great want, and who 
in her extremity told of his whereabouts. 


Pm It While He Was Drunk.

Testimony was heard by Judge Allison 
yesterday afternoon in the case of Daniel 
E. Stanton, who pleaded guilty recently 
to murder in the second degree, in caus- 
ing the death of Frederick P. Nash on the 
16th of October, 188i.
